Lance Corporal Evems, 28, and his dog were called out when an Afghan National Army 
patrol reported seeing a piece of wire sticking out of the ground. 


Curfew for 
farmer who 
stole undies

A FARMER who stole 860 pairs of ladies’ 
knickers from washing lines in Mid Wales 
has an ‘underlying psychiatric disorder’, a 
court has heard. 

Geoffrey Robert Wilde, from Llanfechain, 
near Oswestry, admitted to police that he 
would sometimes wear the stolen underwear 
and had been wearing a blue pair at the time of 
a police interview, Welshpool Magistrates 
Court was told on Tuesday. 

The 48-year-old admitted 18 charges of theft 
and he was given a three-year-community order 
consisting of a 36-month supervision require¬ 
ment, attendance on a community sex offenders 
programme, and a six-month daily curfew 
between 6pm and 6am. 

He was also ordered to pay costs of £85 costs. 

Problem 

Wilde admitted in interview that he had a prob¬ 
lem, said he needed help and shouldn’t have been 
doing what he was doing. 

Mr Paul Inns, defending, said his client was 
remorseful and ashamed. 

“He is well thought of in his community.” 

“It is however cleEir from the psychiatric report 
that there is an underlying psychiatric disorder 
and other issues that need addressing. 

Sentencing Mr David Peate, chairman of mag¬ 
istrates, described the case as ‘serious’ and said 
something would need to be done to address 
Wilde’s behaviour. 


A robot had been sent along the 
track, but had found nothing leading 
the team to Edmost turn back to base. 
But Darren sent Oslo down the nar¬ 
row track just to be on safe side, and 
the canine sniffed out the deadly 
20kg improvised explosive device 
(IED) in northern Helmand. 

“It must have only taken a minute, 
maybe two, for him to find it, mark it 
and come back when I CEilled him, but 
it felt a lot longer” sEdd Darren. 

Oslo, a Belgian shepherd, is of the 
same litter as ObEima, whose handler 
Sgt Kaye Wilson was made an MBE 
for their work earlier this yeEir desir¬ 
ing a previously un-passable 4km 
stretch of road of IEDs. 

“Part of you is hoping there is 
nothing there because it makes it 
safer for everybody, and they don’t 
have to try and deal with the device, 
but at the SEime time you are also 
really proud of him when he finds 
something,” Darren said. 

Charge 

On this occasion Oslo had found a 
low metEd content pressure plate - 
designed to miss detection by the 
Army’s metal detectors - which was 
connected to a 20kg explosive charge. 

On average, a 5kg device is enough 
to cause amputation and possibly 
death to a soldier on a foot patrol. 

The Ministry of Defence web site 
states that ‘a bomb of this size could 
have maimed and killed numerous 
soldiers, or potentially damaged a 
vehicle full of soldiers’. 

“It does make you feel like you 
have made a difference when you find 
a device. 

“If Oslo hadn’t found it then some¬ 
one could have stepped on it, so I was 
very proud of him, and he was happy 
to get his toy - which is his reward. 
It’s all he wants!” 

Despite their clear bond however, 
Darren who serves with 102 
Squadron, 1 Military Working Dog 
Regiment, based in Germany is con¬ 
scious that when he leaves 
Afghanistan in three months, Oslo 
will remain to continue searching.

Cuts may 
put back 
better rail 
services 


THE WELSH Govern¬ 
ment’s promise to introduce 
hourly train services for 
Welshpool could be delayed 
by up to three yeEirs, it has 
been revealed. 

An hourly train service 
was announced by the Gov¬ 
ernment for the Shrews- 
bury-Aberystwyth line for 
2011, but it has now been 
put on the backburner fol¬ 
lowing the latest round of 
transport cuts. 

The news will frustrate 
rail travellers as the current 
two-hourly service makes it 
difficult for making Shrews¬ 
bury connections into Mid 
WEdes. 

It was hoped that the 
hourly service would cut 
peak time road traffic and 
also attract more tourists 
into the Eirea. 

But a spokesperson con¬ 
firmed that while the Welsh 
Government had already 
invested £8m in infrastruc¬ 
ture for extra trains between 
Aberystwyth and Shrews¬ 
bury, the hourly introduc¬ 
tion had been delayed. 

Montgomeryshire AM 
Russell George said that he 
will continue to push for the 
early implementation of the 
hourly service, after origi¬ 
nally lobbying Ministers for 
it back in June. 

House raids 
across town 

POLICE RAIDED homes in 
Oswestry as part of a 
county-wide strike against 
law bresikers on Monday. 

Ten Eirrests were made as 
part of Operation Crack¬ 
down which targeted sus¬ 
pected burglars, drug 
dealers and others involved 
in crime. 

The pre-Christmas strike 
was the latest in a series of 
carefully planned police 
swoops aimed at arresting 
offenders and disrupting 
criminal activity. Police car¬ 
ried out esirly morning raids 
and forced doors at several 
homes to gEdn entry.

Police have stressed that their investigation into the 
death is still very much ongoing. Mr McNamee, who lived 
at The Red Castle, Harmer Hill, Shrewsbury, died after 
being struck by a vehicle on the A458 between Shrewsbury 
and Bridgnorth. 

Detective Inspector Sarah Wagstaffe, one of the investi¬ 
gating team, said: “This is a major inquiry and we remain 
determined in our efforts to trace the driver involved.”

Jail term suspended 

PUNCHING A friend and breaking his jaw landed and 
Oswestry man with a suspended jail sentence at Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court on Tuesday. 

Liam Davies, 20, from Langland Road, was given a 34-week 
jail sentence, suspended for two years by Judge Robin Onions. 

He was also given a 12 month supervision order and 200 
hours unpaid work, while he was also ordered to pay £1,000 
compensation and £750 costs. 

He had admitted a charge of causing grievous bodily harm at 
an earlier hearing. 

Davies delivered an unprovoked punch to Louis Winterton’s 
jaw on February 27 outside the Bullring Pub in Oswestry caus¬ 
ing him to have a fractured jaw which required surgery and 
metal screws and a plate added. 

Miss Debra White, for Davies, said her client had been pro¬ 
viding emotional support to his mother following a recent 
bereavement and he was a hard working man. 

Judge Robin Onions told Davies: “You need to meet up as a 
group of friends and put this behind you now.” 


Wind power map to 
be used as evidence 


A 44-PAGE document handed over to the 
Welsh Assembly in an attempt to prevent hun¬ 
dreds of pylons being built across Shropshire 
and Mid Wales has been accepted as evi¬ 
dence for a windfarm inquiry. 

The Welsh Assembly said the document entitled 
“Mapping Montgomeryshire” would be accepted as 
witness evidence into the ■ by Graham Breeze 
review ot its windfarm H 
policy. 

The Montgomeryshire 
Against Pylons campaign 
group said a document 
detailing the full impact of 
the ‘green energy’ plans for 
Shropshire and Mid Wales 
would also be sent out to 
households. 

Jonathan Wilkinson, 
chairman of the group, said 
the document highlighted 
the impact of the proposed 
wind farms and pylon routes 
on the whole area. 

He said: “The maps will 
bring to life the impact of 
thousands of massive lorries 
thundering through our 
towns and villages and clog¬ 
ging up our roads for years 
to come. 

“It will show the intrusion 
of wind power stations and 
pylons on our flora and 
fauna, wildlife habitats, 
sites of special scientific 
interest, historical monu¬ 
ments, and local landmarks. 

“The document analyses 
the cumulative effect of the 
800 turbines on the area’s 


road traffic, tourism and 
wildlife. 

“It also details the proba¬ 
bility of greatly increased 
flooding of the Vyrnwy and 
Severn valleys and the affect 
on the landscape.” 

Under the plans by 
National Grid, a sub-station 
could be built in either Aber- 
mule, near Newtown, or 
Cefn Coch, near Llanfair 
Caereinion, while hundreds 
of pylons could also be built 
across Shropshire and Mid 
Wales to link windfarms to 
the National Grid. 

Bosses of National Grid 
have stressed no decision 
has yet been made. 

Landscape architect Huw 
Morgan, who drew up the 
maps, said: “We would like 
the communities of Mid- 
Wales and the borders to 
take ownership of the local 
maps to create a database of 
knowledge about our com¬ 
munities and pride in our 
unique landscape.”

Mr Robert James Edwar¬ 
ds, prosecuting, said Owens 
kicked Mr Clowes in the 
back as he went downstairs. 

“Owens then left the 
house with the knife still in 
his hand, ” Mr Edwards said.

Consequences of “proxy 
purchasing”, where someone who is 
over 18 buys alcohol for someone who 
is under 18, were also spelt out. 

Shropshire Councillor Steve 
Charmley said: “Os-CAP continues 
to bring a wide range of partners 
together to tackle the effects of 
under-age drinking in Oswestry. 

“Highlighting the issue of fake IDs, 
together with the promotion of PASS 
accredited cards, is just one example 
of the work that the Os-CAP is cur¬ 
rently undertaking to bring about a 
change in attitudes towards under¬ 
age drinking.” 

Effective 

Frances Darling, chair of Os-CAP, 
said: “We recognise that passports 
and photo driving licences are appro¬ 
priate forms of ID but we want to 
stress that PASS accredited proof of 
age cards, such as those offered by 
VALIDATE UK and Citizencard are 
also extremely effective methods of 
proving a young person’s age. 

“We have been working hard with 
retailers and particularly pubs to 
ensure they accept PASS cards but 
are aware that there may be some 
pockets of resistance. 

“If young people experience resis¬ 
tance from licensees, we would 
strongly encourage them to report 
this to Trading Standards so we can 
provide further advice to the 
licensees concerned.” 

Gemma Lovering, of Walford & 
North Shropshire College, said: “I 
really want to encourage students 
not to take their passports and dri¬ 
ving licences with them as proof of 
age ID. 

“I totally support the schemes that 
operate PASS accredited cards and 
strongly encourage young people to 
apply for these and use them. 

“It is worth remembering that 
PASS accredited cards are much 
cheaper than a passport and if lost 
don’t compromise a person’s secu¬ 
rity.”

THE FOUNDER of a village youth club wants 
to step down from her post - but she fears the 
popular club will close if no-one takes over 
her role, leaving 35 young people with nothing 
to do. 

Llanymynech has had problems with vandalism 
and anti-social behaviour and nine years ago villager 
Carol Jones set up the club to stop the nuisance. 

She says the time has come where she feels she would now 
like to step down but she cannot find anyone to fill her 
shoes. 

Mrs Jones said she loves 
running the club and gets on 
well with the youngsters and 
would love to find someone 
with the same passion. 

—- She said: “I could do with 

some volunteers and someone 
to take over from me. I don’t 
want to step down and it have 
to end. 

Trouble 

“I have always liked young 
people and nine years ago I 
got chatting to the youths in 
the village at the time who 
were getting into trouble and 
causing havoc. I asked them 
why they did it and they said 
it was because there was 
^ ^ nothing for them to do. So I 
Dedicated - Carol Jones decided to set up the group.” 

The club now has about 35 
young members on the books and sees about 12 to 15 peo¬ 
ple arriving each week. 

The sessions take place every Thursday evening and 
offers activities including IT, Wii games and a place to meet. 

They also go on summer outings including trips to ten pin 
bowling, canoeing and climbing. 

Mrs Jones said: “I feel at my age I am a bit long in the 
tooth doing this but I do love it and enjoy it. 

“It is difficult finding someone else to take over but I don’t 
want things in the village to go back to square one.” 

The club is supported by the Shropshire and Powys 
county youth services.

Drinker is 
jailed after 
threats to 
burn pub 


A MAN WHO got into an argument during a 
wake at a pub in Oswestry has been jailed 
after he threatened to burn the bar down 
before returning with a petrol can and terrify¬ 
ing customers. 

Matthew Rogers, 29, was drinking at a wake being 
held at the Railway Inn in Oswestry last August 


when he threatened its 
landlord. 

Rogers, from Birch Close, 
in Ruyton-XI-Towns, had 
been drinking in the pub 
since early in the afternoon 
but got into an argument 
with another drinker at 
about 7pm. 

Shrewsbury Crown Court 
heard how Rogers left the 
pub after the argument and 
told the landlord, Lawrence 
Hill, he did nothing wrong, 
before threatening to return 
and burn his bar down. 

Mr Philip Beardwell, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “The defen¬ 
dant said ‘I’m going to come 
back and burn your pub to 
the ground’. 

“Five or 10 minutes later 
Mr Hill saw the defendant 
with a green plastic petrol 
can which he shook at Mr 
Hill and waved towards the 
petrol station. He now 
feared the threat would be 
carried out. 

“Five minutes later the 
defendant returned carrying 
the petrol can in his hands 
and Mr Hill began to panic.

“He saw a police car 
towards the rear of the pub 
and ran over to it.” 

Mr Beardwell added the 
defendant was next seen 
standing and shouting on 
the top of a flat roofed Chi¬ 
nese restaurant in the town 
before he was eventually 
arrested after a violent 
struggle with police. 

At a previous hearing 
Rogers admitted a charge of 
threatening to destroy or 
damage property. 

Judge Robert Trevor- 
Jones jailed Rogers for eight 
months. 

Mr Michael Sherwood- 
Smith, for Rogers, said his 
client had tackled a drug 
problem. 

“He drank quite a great 
deal on the day. Mr Rogers 
seemed to be concerned that 
he was being picked on by 
the landlord. He insists he 
was not going to carry out 
his threat,” said Mr Sher- 
wood-Smith.

PARENTS of children at a 
school which will be axed 
next year have until Febru¬ 
ary to decide where their 
youngsters should go, 
Shropshire Council bosses 
have said. 

All pupils at the soon-to- 
shut Maesbury Primary 
School have been guaran¬ 
teed places at nearby Kin- 
nerley School, the council 
said. But parents who don’t 
want to send their child to 
Kinnerley will be asked to 
indicate by February their 
preferred school choice. 

A Shropshire Council 
spokesman said: “The coun¬ 
cil’s admissions team has 
visited Maesbury Primary 
School to provide individual 
advice to parents and carers. 

“Places have been guaran¬ 
teed at Kinnerley Primary 
School for all pupils at Maes¬ 
bury Primary School from 
September 2012. 

“However parents and 
carers can express a prefer¬ 
ence for another school, 
either in the area in which 
they live, or elsewhere. 

“In February 2012 they 
will be asked to indicate 
whether they want to accept 
the place at Kinnerley Pri¬ 
mary School or to express a 
preference for a place at 
another school, and alloca¬ 
tions will be announced in 
mid-April 2012.” 

Staff and governors 
announced last week they 
had accepted defeat in their 
battle to keep the village 
school open. Earlier this 
year the school had 40 pupils 
but now it has only 26. 

A call has gone out for old 
memorabilia, photos and 
rolls of honour so the school 
can save some of its history. 


Dismay as shops call for

Warning 
given on 
underage 
pub sales 

ON-LICENSEES in Powys 
could be prosecuted if they 
sell alcohol to underage 
youngsters after the county 
council prosecuted two busi¬ 
ness partners of a north 
Powys pub. 

Powys County Council’s 
Trading Standards Service 
successfully prosecuted 
Martin Laurance Crowther 
and Carol Anne Crowther of 
The Elephant, Llanidloes. 

Welshpool Magistrates 
Court found both defen¬ 
dants guilty and they were 
fined £200 each, ordered to 
pay £282.50 each and a £15 
victim surcharge. 

Exercises 

Cllr Geraint Hopkins, 
Cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronment and regulation, 
said: “Tackling the sale of 
alcohol to anyone under the 
age of 18 is an important 
area of work for Trading 
Standards. For a number of 
years, we have carried out 
test purchase exercises on 
traders to establish whether 
they will sell alcohol to those 
under age. 

“Alcohol is an age 
restricted product for a gen¬ 
uine reason - the implica¬ 
tions for a young person’s 
health, welfare and general 
development cannot be 
ignored. 

“For this reason, we will 
continue with our test pur¬ 
chase exercises and have a 
range of enforcement 
options available if anyone is 
caught, including prosecu¬ 
tion.” 

The service is also remind¬ 
ing businesses that sell or 
supply alcohol that they 
must have in place an age 
verification policy for their 
premises.

speakers and you can see their con¬ 
fidence building.

Complaint 
lodged over

A Shirehall debate has 
already been forced on the 
decision to end kerbside 
cardboard collections in the 
county thanks to an e-peti- 
tion set up by a county cam¬ 
paigner. 

And now Paul McKeown 
says he has lodged an official 
complaint with the council 
after finding it impossible to 
deal with his waste card¬ 
board. 

He said: “We are a normal 
family with normal waste 
requirements but there just 
isn’t enough room in the 
bins that have been pro¬ 
vided. And why should we be 
forced to take our cardboard 
to recycling centres? 

“Other county councils 
across the United Kingdom 
are collecting cardboard and 
some authorities are actu¬ 
ally beginning to collect 
waste cardboard,” said Mr 
McKeown, who lives at Bryn 
y Castell Gardens, on St 
Martins Road. 

He added: “The Govern¬ 


ment is actively encouraging 
local authorities to step up 
recycling while Shropshire 
Council is cutting back a 
valuable service.” 

Shropshire Council 
announced the end of the 
service after waste contrac¬ 
tor Veolia said that changes 
to composting quality stan¬ 
dards meant that any com¬ 
post produced across the UK 
must now be of a much 
higher quality. 

The council said the deci¬ 
sion had been taken out of 
its hands because it had to 
follow the UK-wide directive 
and added: “As a result of 
this our compost producers 
will no longer accept garden 
waste and cardboard that is 
mixed together. This means, 
regrettably, we will no 
longer be able to collect your 
cardboard for composting.” 

A spokesman for Veolia 
said: “We are currently 
working with Shropshire 
Council to assess different 
ways of collecting card.”

AN INVESTIGATION is continuing 
into the cause of a large fire at a 
Welshpool builders’ merchants 
which is expected to cost hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of pounds to 
repair. 

The blaze at Boys and Boden in 
Welshpool happened last week and was 
the second at the business in five 
months. 

The firm’s managing director Dean Ham¬ 
mond said the blaze started in a building 
making staircases and the damage would 
take months to repair. 

He said today investigations were still 
under way into the cause of the fire. 

“Officers are still trying to establish what 
caused the fire,” he said. “Two of our five 
machines managed to survive the fire and 
it’s going to cost us £200,000 to repair each 
of the three other machines. 

“Staff will be working round the clock to 
try and get production levels back up to 
somewhere near what they should be. 

Normal 

“We have a lot of work to do and I’m hop¬ 
ing we will be able to manage the backlog of 
orders that we currently have. It’s going to 
take a good four to five months to get things 
back up and running as normal again. 

“I hope we will be able to get to the bottom 
of what caused the fire because I really don’t 
want something like this to happen again. ” 

Firefighters from Welshpool, Mont¬ 
gomery, Newtown, Llanfair Caereinion, 
Knighton and a crew using a aerial platform 
from Shrewsbury spent more than eight 
hours tackling the fire last week. 

A Mid and West Wales Fire Service 
spokesman said that officers were still try¬ 
ing to establish the cause of the fire and an 
investigation was continuing. 

It is the second fire to have hit the busi¬ 
ness in the last five months. In July, five fire 
crews were called to the site when there was 
a blaze in the eaves of a building. 

Mr Hammond said: “We are the second 
biggest stair supplier in the UK and at the 
moment trying to survive in a very difficult 
economic climate.”

Mortgage 
scheme 
wins £lm 
backing 

A MORTGAGE scheme 
which could help first time 
buyers in the Welshpool 
area get onto the housing 
ladder has been approved by 
Powys County Council’s 
cabinet. 

The Local Authority 
Mortgage Scheme will now 
enable the council to ‘top up’ 
the deposits of first time 
buyers who can afford mort¬ 
gage payments but not a 
large deposit. 

The cabinet agreed to sup¬ 
port the proposal and com¬ 
mitted £lmillion to support 
the scheme, which will also 
assist in stimulating the 
housing market. 

The scheme will see the 
council providing a cash- 
backed indemnity of up to 20 
per cent of the property 
value as extra security, 
meaning those homebuyers 
would need a smaller deposit 
to get a mortgage. 

It also means that qualify¬ 
ing homebuyers in the 
Welshpool area could enjoy 
the benefits associated with 
taking out a 75 per cent 
mortgage with only a five 
per cent deposit. 

Cllr Tony Thomas, cabi¬ 
net member for housing, 
said: “Raising a deposit is 
one of the biggest hurdles 
for first-time buyers and 
many banks and building 
societies are not lending to 
those homebuyers who can¬ 
not put up a deposit of less 
than 20 to 25 per cent. 

“This scheme will not only 
help first time buyers but 
will also stimulate the hous¬ 
ing market and also the local 
economy generally. It will 
also ensure that people are 
able to access good quality 
housing.”

She took on a job at a bank which saw her 
working both in Oswestry and Welshpool. 

She then went part time helping a local 
vicar with his administration work. 

But it wasn’t until her retirement in 
2002 that she put her full weight into vol¬ 
unteering. 

Nine years ago she took it upon herself to 
found the village youth club. 

Llanymynech has had a history of van¬ 
dalism and anti-social behaviour so nearly 
a decade ago she decided it was time to try 
and put an end to it. 

She said: “I have always liked young peo¬ 
ple. Nine years ago I started chatting to 
the youths in the village who were getting 
into trouble and causing havoc. 


“I asked them why they do it and they 
said it was because there was nothing for 
them to do. So I decided to set up the 
group.” 

The club now has about 35 young mem¬ 
bers on the books and sees about 12 to 15 
people arriving each week. 

Sessions take place every Thursday 
evening and offers activities including IT, 
Wii games and a place to chill out in. 

They also go on summer outings includ¬ 
ing trips to do ten pin bowling, canoeing 
and climbing. 

Mrs Jones said: “I feel at my age I am a 
bit long in the tooth to be doing this but I 
do love it and enjoy it. 

“It gets me cross when youngsters are 
talked about as yobs. The majority are 
fantastic. There is a small handful that 
cause problems but they all get tarred 
with the same brush.” 

Mrs Jones said with all her work at the 
village hall her husband sometimes 
remarks that she might as well live there. 

She says she really enjoys being a vol¬ 
unteer and finds it rewarding. 

She said: “We have done wonderful 
work over the years. 

“We all feel quite proud of what we have 
achieved.”

A £40,000 League of 
Friends’ shop will take 
pride of place at Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital’s 
new main entrance, health 
bosses have revealed. 

The shop is currently based 
on the hospital’s main corridor 
but will be moved to a prime 
site in the new entrance due to 
open in the spring as part of a 
major redevelopment. 

The league will also operate a 
new coffee shop as part of the main 
entrance development.

including Ableworld and the Post 
Office. He said the new premises 
would be bigger than the current 
shop and have an open aspect onto 
the main entrance through which 
the majority of patients would pass. 

He said the cost of fitting out the 
shop would fall to the league and 
would be in the region of £30,000 to 
£40,000 plus VAT. 

The old coffee shop closed last 
year to make way for the new build¬ 
ing work. 

Chairman of the league Tricia 
Norris, said: “We are all very 
excited about the new develop¬ 
ments. 

“We are working closely with 
hospital management and the 
building contractors to ensure that 


we will be able to deliver a first class 
experience for our customers when 
the new entrance opens in the 
spring. 

“Our coffee shop volunteers have 
had to stand down this year while 
building has been going on. 

“We really appreciate their 
patience and their continuing com¬ 
mitment to the league and to the 
hospital. 

“We are looking forward to the 
opening and to recreating our sig¬ 
nature friendly atmosphere in the 
new coffee shop.” 

The old coffee shop raised 
£275,000 for group funds since it 
opened in 1997. 

The money has been used to sup¬ 
port a wide variety of projects 
including a £400,000 donation the 
league made towards the hospital’s 
new state of the art MRI scanner. 


Lifesaving team doubles in size

Motorists 
warned of 
7.5 tonne 
road limit 

MOTORISTS are being 
warned a weight restriction 
will soon be imposed on a 
road bridge near Oswestry. 

Llanymynech Station 
Bridge, which carries the 
B4398 Knockin to 
Llanymynech road over a 
disused railway line, will 
have a mandatory 7.5 tonne 
weight limit from December 
20 . 

The weight limit is 
deemed necessary to ensure 
that the bridge, which has 
been assessed as being weak, 
can continue to remain open 
safely. 

The proposed weight limit 
is intended as a temporary 
measure until the bridge can 
be strengthened. 

Shropshire Council is cur¬ 
rently liaising with the 
bridge’s owner, BRB Resid¬ 
uary Ltd, to develop a 
strengthening scheme 
which it is hoped can be built 
during the 2012/13 financial 
year. But at present it is too 
early to confirm that this 
will be possible, according to 
council officials. 

When the limit is in place, 
heavy vehicles will be 
diverted along the A483 and 
B4396 roads via Llynclys 
and Knockin. A 7.5 tonne 
weight limit will also apply 
to Plas Cerrig Lane from 
December 20.

Quids in when The Regal opened 


WE’VE been dipping into the 
memoirs of Oswestry-born 
Mrs Mary Jones, nee Richards, 
which are entitled “Some Rec¬ 
ollections of an Ordinary 
Woman”, loaned to us by her 
daughter, Mrs Mary Abel. 

In this latest extract, the 
young Mary Richards, whose 
parents kept the Bear Hotel 
(now called The Smithfield), has 
just left school in the 1920s. 

□ □□ 

We bought our first car when I left 
school. It was a five seater tourer, a 
Clyno. We thought we were in 
heaven. 

Neither of my parents ever learnt 
to drive, but all we young ones 
learned to drive that car. 

My two older brothers and myself 
were over 16, so we could get a 
licence. 

A man named Evan Smith worked 
for us, as a horse and cart worker 
and a handyman about the hotel 
when such work was short. Before 
he came to us he had been employed 
by J.P. Arthur’s Garage as a driver, 
so he was the ideal person to teach 
us, and it did not take long. 

One afternoon, after a successful

drive with my father, I turned into 
the Bear Yard, and went straight 
into the garage doors, which were 
large corrugated iron ones, on run¬ 
ners. Fortunately it did not do much 
damage. 

On a summer’s afternoon and 
evening in a quiet time I could now 
take my grandparents and parents 
for a nostalgic ride. 

It was lovely knowing that my 
grandparents were enjoying them¬ 
selves so much. At Guilsfield, we 
always went into the church where 
they had been married. 

They lived to celebrate their 
golden wedding, and to within a year 
of their diamond wedding. 

Fancied 

We always looked at the grave of 
his youngest brother, David, who 
had been killed at the age of 17 when 
he had been pierced by a horse’s 
shaft owing to the drunken incapa¬ 
bility of the head waggoner. 

Around 1930 some people from 
Oswestry had bought horse drawn 
caravans on wheels, or small 
wooden bungalows, and put them on 
the old racecourse, and used them 
for summer holidays. 

We had seen these up there on our 
walks, and fancied that we would

Two brothers from Cefn were the 
mainstays of the company, and they 
already had a cinema in Cefn. The 
one we grew to know best was 
Robert Myddleton Jones. 

It was a good thing for us to have 
this cinema, which was called The 
Regal, because patrons used our 
yard for parking, and an arrange¬ 
ment was made whereby they 
bought a parking ticket from us for 
6d, and on producing it at the book¬ 
ing office received a 3d rebate. 

Invested 

Mr Jones came daily by car from 
Cefn, and had his meals with us, 
often bringing the film agents with 
him. 

In the evenings, the attendants 
required tea, so business for us was 
increased. No doubt many came into 
the smokeroom after the show. 

My father invested some money in 
the company, and was a regular vis¬ 
itor to a seat which he knew he could 
have on any night he chose. 

Mr Jones had been in the First 
World War, and had been in an 
incredible number of incidents, 
which he recalled time and time 
again.

THE Bible tells us of a man who, born some 
2,000 years ago, came to play a key role in 
the life and death of Jesus Christ. 

He was a poor man with a penchant for money 
and he saw no obstruction large enough to prevent 
him from getting more of it. His real name is 
unknown but he is referred to in Scripture as Judas 
Iscariot (Iscariot simply means ‘liar’ or ‘false one’). 

As is par for the course in the Bible, the exact chronology 
of events and the events 
themselves are jumbled 
and contradictory, but the 
general consensus is that 
Judas became a disciple of 
Jesus before being seduced 
by the Romans with a purse 
of 30 pieces of silver, and 
consequently assisting in 
the arrest of Christ and 
therefore his subsequent 
crucifixion. 

Aside from it being 
Christmas, why do I bring 
up Biblical narrative here? 

The answer is that there is 
a delightful little fungus to 
be found during December 
that takes its name from 
Christ’s shadowy defector. 

Jews’ ear fungus is a 
small velvety cap, which 
when touched, quivers and 
feels just like a real human 
ear. But if it looks so much 
like any old ear, why ‘Jew’s ear’? Why not ‘Human ear fun¬ 
gus’ or simply ‘Ear fungus’? Because the name, in its uncor¬ 
rupted form, would have been ‘Judas ear’. 

When Judas became aware of the full significance of his 
actions, one of the many stories tells us he was so guilt laden 
for his betrayal, that he hung himself. How did he hang 
himself? By tying a noose to a common elder tree. Where is 
‘Jew’s ear’ fungus found? On the common elder. 

Tame 

But let us move on from such morbid curiosities and look 
at another iconic organism at Christmas time. If you are 
lucky enough to have received a good smattering of cards 
this festive season, then I wouldn’t mind betting that there 
are several depicting the robin. 

Erithacus rubecula presents itself as particularly tame in 
the winter. Along with every other wild animal, it is strug¬ 
gling more and more to find its daily supply of food and will

approach quite close if it thinks its presence will result in 
you throwing it a worm or perhaps taking to an impulsive 
bout of gardening and earth turning. 

Struggle as it may, you do have to admire the robin, for it 
does so with hearty resolve, singing its way through the day 
and maintaining its territory not just throughout the win¬ 
ter, but into spring as well, allowing it to get one up on those 
birds that haven’t. Each robin will begin exploring other 
robins’ territories during December in the hope of finding 
a mate. The male and female will not actually pair up with 
each other until mid-January, whereupon the females will 
stop singing. But in the meantime we can enjoy these tune¬ 
fully vocal harbingers of good tidings and rejoice in the 
colourful manifestations of nature in all her wintry glory.

Trust’s urgent appeal forfunding 


STEAM ENTHUSIASTS plan¬ 
ning to build a major tourism 
attraction near Oswestry have 
launched an emergency appeal for 
more cash. 

The Glyn Valley Tramway Trust 
says it needs to raise at least £1,500 to 
help meet the cost of carrying out a 
vital tree survey before planning 
approval for the ambitious project can 
be given. 

The trust is proposing to reopen a 
tramway which took goods and passen¬ 
gers from the Ceiriog Valley to Chirk 
until it closed in 1935. An application 
has been lodged for the partial reopen¬ 
ing of the line. 


But group chairman David Cooper 
has revealed that more funding is 
urgently needed to progress the plans. 

He said: “The trust submitted its 
planning application for the reinstate¬ 
ment of the tramway to Wrexham Bor¬ 
ough Council in November 2010. 

“We have now been advised that, in 
order to satisfy the planning depart¬ 
ment, we have to undertake a further 
tree survey as the survey that we have 
submitted does not fulfill the require¬ 
ments of the British standard for tree 
surveys. 

“We are of course undertaking to 
raise funds for this survey as quickly as 
possible as there does not appear, after 
much exploration, to be any public 


funding available for such specialised 
surveys. 

“In view of the huge economic, her¬ 
itage and employment benefits avail¬ 
able to Chirk and the Ceiriog Valley to 
be gained from our project, we are 
determined that our revival will suc¬ 
ceed. We now need to raise the sum of 
£1,500 very quickly. Already a number 
of members have made generous dona¬ 
tions but we still require further sup¬ 
port.

Seven-seater 5008 is practical, 

refined and lives up to its hype 



WHEN WHAT CAR magazine and a 
canny group of Scottish motoring 
journalists shower awards on a car 
you know it has to be something 
special. 

So it was no surprise to find that the 
Peugeot 5008 lived up to all expectations 
and it was easy to see why it had been 
named as car of the year by these leading 
groups. With the 5008 Peugeot reintro¬ 
duced one of its most famous series of 
vehicles - the 5. Following in the footsteps 
of the legendary 504 and the family 
favourite 505 estate was never going to be 
an easy task, but the 5008 ticks all the 
right boxes. 

The 5008 is a natural extension to the Peu¬ 
geot family range and is a genuine seven seater, 
though asking it to cope with six adults, three 
sets of golf clubs and luggage on a weekend 
break proved just too much a challenge. 

Having said that the 5008 is a practical and 
refined family car, with as much refinement 
that you would expect - and it’s a pleasure to 
drive too. 

This is a particularly tough market to be in. 
Everyone is now in on the act of producing 
MPVs and claiming they have the best offering 
but judges are clearly pointing knowing fingers 
in Peugeot’s direction. 

Stylish rear design gives the car its own 
visual signature and tailgate use is a particu¬ 
larly strong point with a level loading bay and 
as many seating configurations as you could 
reasonable want. 

Middle and back row seats fold flat into the

floor and even the front seat passenger’s seat 
can be folded flat to make just that extra bit of 
space. 

For families looking for that extra bit of space 
there are storage spaces all over the place 
including the doors, under the steering wheel 


and in the large central console. At the rear pas¬ 
sengers can make use of storage areas in the 
floor as well as the rear pockets and by folding 
down the rear seat you can create 60 litres of 
storage space. 

Personally I wouldn’t want to travel too far 
in the back two seats but they are more than 
adequate for youngsters and more comfortable 
than many I have tried. 

Aerodynamic styling, supported by profiled 
headlamps and a steeply raked bonnet, means 
the 5008 stand out in a crowd. 

All-round visibility is as good as it gets with a 
vehicle of this size and a large panoramic glass 
roof lets in plenty of light. 

As with lots of MPVs today you can keep rear 


seat passengers happy with a multimedia sys¬ 
tem which can be incorporated into the head¬ 
rest of the front seats - ideal for that long 
journey. 

Driver and passenger safety is high on Peu¬ 
geot’s agenda with the 5008 with head curtain 
airbags covering all three rows of seats activat¬ 
ing as the same time as the side airbags. 

ESP comes as standard as well as an electric 
parking brake and hill assist function. 

There’s also seat belt warnings for all pas¬ 
sengers along with tyre under-inflation detec¬ 
tors. 

You also get front and rear parking assist and 
an innovative system which measures available 
parking space and gives visual indications on 
the front monitor. 

On test was the 5008 Exclusive HDi 163 Auto 
with a two litre unit which is on sale at £25,195. 
Metallic paint, navigation and Bluetooth, 
leather trim, heated seats a parking aid and a 
lower trim upgrade added another £3,700. 

And the 5008 is not slow. You can expect 0- 
62mph in 10.5 seconds and a top speed of 
118mph. C02 emissions are 181g/km and you 
can achieve 40.9mpg on the combined cycle, 
though around town this drops to less than 
30mpg.
